HE N E W City Milk Ordinance pro­ 
vides, among other things, that every 
person or firm selling milk in the city 
of Sedalia must have a permit, 
These per­ 
mits are issued without charge. 
However, 
they cannot be issued until the conditions of 
the ordinance have been fulfilled. 
For that 
reason no permits will be required until Feb­ 
ruary 1st, so as to give the persons concerned 
ample time to acquaint themselves with the 
provisions of the ordinance and to meet its 
requirements. 


Copies of this ordinance may be had on 
or after January 15th, by calling at the office 
of the City Milk Inspector, second floor, 
east end of the Court House. 
N o attempt 
will be made to enforce the sanitary provi­ 
sions of this ordinance until after the first of 
of February, but the provision regarding the 
test of the milk will be enforced from now 
The ordinance provides that milk must 
on. 
test at least 3i per cent, butter fat.
